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THE NICARAGUA TREATY. 


THE WHOLE AFFAJ1 IN A NUT SHELL. 


The canal is to bo built wholly by tho 


1 nited States. 
The language of the 


treaty clearly implies that it is not to ba 
Ijnilt by a private company organized for 


t l > e purpose. The Government is to build 
it, and what owership lies in the United 
States will be in the Government and not 
in any association of citizens. It is stip- 
u I ited that the ownership shall lie in the 
I dited States and the Republic of Nicar- 
a"na jointly. No period is given to the 
ownership, the joint ownership being 
tl crefore perpetual. To make this point 
indisputable, the treaty provides that 
tin re shall be a perpetual alliance be- 
tween the two countries, and that Nicar- 
agua shall be under the protection of the 
United States. 
In n later article in the 


trinty the United States disclaims any 
pui pose of aggrandizement at the f\- 
pi'iis* of Nicaragua or her sistar Repub- 
lic of Central America through the con- 
cessions granted by the treaty.

It appears that the direct action of the

The United States is to 
I a\ ii exclusive control of the construction 
of the works, nhother railroad or tele- 
gr.iph, and the Republic of Nicaragua 
undertakes to give tho lino full protec- 
tion equally with its own property, hold- 
ing it wholly exempt from taxation of 
anj kind. 


When completed nnd ready for opera- 


t'on the property is to be placed under 
the uontrol of n Hoard of Managers com- 
posed of six members, three of whom are 
to Im appointed by the President of the 
United States, subject to confirmation by 
tne Senate, and three by the Republic of 
Nic irogua. The President of the Moa>-d 
Is rltvays-to be one of the United States 
members, and iu case of a tie, is given 
an additional vote. 
In this way the con- 


trol of ibe canal and its accompanying 
works is practically placed in the hands 
of the United States membership of the 
Hoard. The receipts of the works are to 
be devoted first to keeping them up and 
providing 
for the management. The 


surplus is to be divided between the 
United States end the Republic of Nicar- 
ngjn, the former taking twc-thirds and 
the latter one-third. Whilst th« Board 
o." Managers ara to have full control of 
the works, they are to be subject to the 
joint direction of tho Presidents of the 
two Republics. 


IVrfect equality is given to the com- 


merce of all the world in transit through 
the canal, with the exception that in the 
pur, ly coastwise traffic the vessels owcad 
wholly by the citizens of either of tbe 
two contracting parties may be favored 
in tlie regulations of tolls. 
To this no 


cojiitry can possibly take exception. All 
property passing through the canal, and 
not intended for importation in Nicara- 
gua, ii to be free from all description of 
duties or tax, except the canal tolls. The 
canal is to be commenced within two 
years after the ratification of tbe treaty, 
and be completed within ten years, al- 
though provision is made for the exten- 
sion of the time of completion. 
A very 


important feature of the concession to 
the United States is the right to the full 
use of tho whole of Lake Nicaragua, a 
lake ninety miles long and forty miles 
broad. The importance of this as a naval 
station in time of war cannot be overes- 
timated, as from this secure harbor in the 
cent i e of the isthmus a powerful fleet— 
when we have one—can pass in a few 
hours into either the Atlantic or the Pa- 
cific Ocenn. 


The United States binds itself to loan 


to the Republic of Nicaragua 14,000,000 
for the completion of tbe internal im» 
pro> enients already begun by that Repub- 
lic, the money to be repaid either out of 
the Nicaragua share of the canal receipts 
or by direct appropriation, as the case 
may require. The United States also 
binds itself to aid by its good offices, if 
desired, the union of the five Central 
American Republics under one represen- 
tative Government. In the event of this 
bein£ effected the treaty will cover tbe 
wholo territory thus uuited. The impor- 
tance of this as a political measure can 
readily be seen. If there were no other 
features in the treaty to excite the inter-

The projector is Prof. Milne, of the 
University of Tokio, the indefatigable 
student of earthquakes in the land in 
which they arc most frequent.

sons for believing that light of some kind 
must exist several thousand fathoms be- 
low the surface of tbe sei, it is very im« 
probable that sunlight can penetrate to 
so great a depth. At a depth of 550 feet 
in the Lake of Geneva, Messrs. Pol and 
Sarasin have just found that the strength 
of the light in the day is about equal to 
that which we perceive in a clear moon- 
less night.

A dociiion of exceptional interests and 


imporUnc* to the whole community was 
Toeid .y rendered by Juitice Brown, of 
the Supreme Court, in Brooklyn. 


It-nppeara that * rmident of that city 


bodght from a grocer there some canned 
tomatoes bearing the label of Thurber, 
Whylnnd ft Co., the wholesale grocers, 
of N«w York. One of the buyer's family, 
a* nlli ged was made sick and bcr health 
pem«nantly impaired by eatiag the to- 
matoes. It was further alleged that the 
sickness was due to poisonous matter used 
in soldering the can. Suit was brought 
sgtinst the Thurber firm to recover the 
injnry, the damages being laid at $50,- 
000.' 


The defendant i demurred to the com' 


plaint on the ground that no fraudulent or 
deceitful intent on their part was al 
leged 
Judge Brown overrules this de- 


mur™ r and holds that the action may be 
maintained. His opinion on this point is 
of so much practical concern to so mauy 
people that we reproduce the substance 
of it bare :— 


Tbc gravamen of this cause of action is 


negligence upon the part of the defen- 
dant*, in the preparation and sale of an 
article of food whereby the plaintiff was 
injurul in health. 
The immediate neg- 


ligent act was the putting upon a can of 
poisoned tonutoos a label indicating that 
they were of wholewmo quality. To 
make the defendants liable is not necces- 
sary to show that they knew the tomatoes 
were poisonous ; it would be sufficient to 
prove the dots from which it might be 
reasonably inferred that they ought to 
have known it. The complaint alleges 
that the defendants are engaged in the 
business of putting up and preparing for 
the market canned tomatoes 
The al- 


legation is that the defendants prepared 
the c ins of tomatoes, labelled them as of 
a superior quality aud sold them as 
wholesome and healthful fruit. It is the 
label that induced the purchaser to buy 
and the plaintiff to eat them, and the 
label was put on negligently and unlaw- 
fully. 
The allegation is 
sufficient to 


charge the defendants with a failure to 
perform their duty 
I think the com- 


plaint contains one good cause of action 
—that is, for negligently labelling a can 
of po1 soried fruit as a wholesome article 
of food, and, so labelled, selling it as such 
in tlio market. 
Any person suffering 


special injury or damage by reason of thai 
negligent act has a right of action. 


If this principle shall be sustained by 


the higher courts—to which the question 
is to l>e appealed—it will have a brood 
applu atiou and a wholesome effect. 
It 


will apply to all kinds of canned goods, 
confectionary and other articles in whose 
preparation are used posionous substances 
dangerous to life ojdetrimental to health 
It subjec.s to liability for damages any 
manufacturer or dealer who prepares 
such goods fo- market and represents 
them to be wholesome when they are 
harmful.

OF THE 
FTJTUKC. — 


That gas for heating purposes will ev- 
entually drive all other combustibles out 
of the field in Pittsburg is inevitable. 
Already the consumption of gas, instead 
of coal, is enormous. It is estimated 
that from 15,000,000 to 20,000,000 cubic 
feet of gas is burned each day in Pi^ts- 
burg, as fuel. .Already ten iron and sleel 
mills in the city, and six in other parts 
of Western Pennsylvania, are using it in 
their puddling furnaces and under their 
boilers. Within three months a dozen 
more mills will have it in operation, and 
every other manufacturing firm is eagerly 
awaiting the completion of the various 
pipe lines. 
Six glass factories in the 


city, and seven in near towns are. using it 
Every brewery in the city uses it instead 
of coal. There has not jet been enough 
gas to spare for domestic purposes, aud 
only a few dwellings, comparatively 
speaking, have been able to get it for 
their stoves and grates. 
Two of the 


largest hotels use it entirely in their 
kitchens. Safety inventions have been 
made and much of its dangerous possib- 
ilities averted. As a lesult householders 
are anxiously awaiting more gas. — Pliila. 
Mest.

authority, that it had been printed ap- 
parently by private parties. The point 
was argued and Judge Fox sustained the 
objection. Mr. Griffiths then asked for 
further time to make out his case. The 
Court refused to hold Ephraim any 
longer, and he was discharged. When 
tbe decree was annocnced the crowd 
broke out in a tremendous demonstra- 
tion of applause, and Ephraira was trim- 
umpbantly carried out of tbe court room 
by his colored frieds with a mighty shout, 
which the court officers endeavored in 
vain to suppress. 


What man now living can give the 


history and occasion of the epithets 
which political parties in Bucks and else- 
where have applied to each other since 
we became a Nation ? The meaning of 
many of these designations is now o'l- 
scure, but they once represented pre- 
judices for which men were once ready to 
go to the stake. They stood for ideas for 
which our fathers believed were essential 
to the safety of the country. There are 
now the illegible finger boards along the 
paths of progress. In 1772 we had 
Tories; in 1773, Nova Scotia Cowboys;
